LONDON, April 17.—The British 
public today received a gift of a 
sixpence-in-the-pound -reduction of 
income taxes—a reduction, in the 
case of small incomes, of approxi- 
mately 10 per cent. 

The reduction was announced by 
Neville Chamberlajn, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, in telling the House 
of Commons and a cheering throng 
of spectators of his budget for 1934 
35. He further announced that one- 
half the pay cuts suffered by Gov- 
ernment employes would be re- 
stored July 1; that unemployment 
relief would be fully restored at 
the same time, and that the first of 
the year the present automobile 
license tax would be cut 25 per 
cent. The present rate is one pound 
per horsepower. 

The Chancellor reported that in 
the fiscal year just ending, Great 
Britain had run fp a surplus of 
$200,000,000 in its Government oper- 
ation, and that the ensuing year 
should ghow Great Britain with a 
profit of $145,500,000. 

In this budget, he said, he did 
not propose tO make any provision 
for the payment of war debts to 
America, or receipts of war debts 
from Great Britain’s debtors. 

Great Britain has now “regained 
its place as the first exporting 
country of the world,” he asserted. 

He told his listeners that “the 
atmosphere is distinctly brighter.” 


New Spirit of Confidence. 


The Chancellor said that a “new 
spirit of hope and confidence” has 
been established in the country. 

Quoting titles of Charles Dickens 
books, he told the legislators that 
Great Britain now “has finished 
‘Bleak House’ and is sitting down 
to enjoy the first chapter of ‘Great 
Expectations.’ ” 3 

He listed sources of revenue in 
proposing his budget for the year 
1934-35 and said that in the year 
past the beer tax had produced 
£5,000,000, more than expected, but 
that there had been a deficit in the 
revenues. from tea and sugar. 

Chamberlain estimated that «he 
total ordinary expenditure of the 
Government during 1933-34 was 
$3,490,000,000. 

He said the decrease in unem- 
ployment has reduced the payments 
to those without work to $16,500,- 
000 


Death duties in the past year, 
said Chamberlain, included the 
largest payment ever to come from 
a single estate in the whole history 
of this tax. This was the £8,000,000 
from the estate of Sir John Eller- 
man, former shipping magnate and 
reputedly the rfighest man in En- 
giand, who died July 17, 1933, at 
Dieppe, France. 

One of the tew sources from 
which the Chancellor @id he ex- 
pected a decreased revenue in the 
coming #ear was sugar. 
He said he had allowed for nearly 
£1,000.000 less revenue from this 
product because of the greater 
quantity imported from within the 
empire, which had a preferential 
treatment, and that, therefore, less 
would need to. be imported from for- 
eign countries. 


Statement on War Debts. 


- The Chancellor’s statement on the 
war debts was applauded. It was: 
“Neither last year nor the year 
before did I make any provision for 
the payment of the war debt to 
America nor for the receipt « war 
debts or reparations by ourselves 
In the absence of any further de- 
velopment, I propose to follow pre- 
cisely the same line this year." 
Chamberlain estimated the total 
inland revenue income for the en- 
suing fiscal year would be 141,965,- 
000,000, and the total ordinary rev- 
enué on the existing basis of taxa- 
tion would be $3,636,000,000. He es- 
timated ordinary expenditures at 
$3,496,500,000, leaving a surplus on 
the budget -of $145,500,000. 
“This,” he said, “is the largest sur- 
plus in 10 years and enables me to 
begin the long-awaited process of 
relief from heavy burdens.” 
He announced the general prefer- 
ences on colonial sugar would be 
restored, and said new duties will 
be levied on patent leather and hy- 
drocarbon oil, 
He indicated a decrease i the 
Ottawa Agreement duties was ex- 
pected soon, in proportion as the 
inter-imperial trade replaces foreign 
trade, a smaller revenue would be 
expected from the duties at Ottawa.

A one per cent municipal sales 
tax proposal will be laid before the 
Board of Aldermen during the pres- 
ent session, Mayor Dickmann told 
the board today in an informal 
speech at its first meeting for the 
1934-35 year. 

Speaking without notes, since he 
had understood the first meeting 
of the board would be tomorrow. 
the Mayor repeated previous state- 


ments that real estate is carrying 
an inequitable share of the ,city’s 
taxation. ° 

“This constitutes a situation that 
we must meet and meet quickly,” 
he continued. “Real estate now car- 
ries 93 per cent of our tax burden 
and its owners must have relief. 
The issue is before us and we mus 
meet it. 4 

Anticipates Board’s Report. 

“The committee headed by Ma- 
rion C. Early, which was appointed 
to devise means of rasing added 
revenue, will be ready to report 
Thursday. Undoubtedly it will rec 
ommend a sales tax of 1 per cent. 
This would raise $3,500,000 annually, 
enough to provide funds for re- 
tirement of municipal bonds. (The 
city this year plans to retire about 
$6,000,000 of its bonds). 
“The point I wish to stress about 
out present situation is not that our 
present tax rate of $2.74 per $100 is 
too high, not that the city’s admin- 
istration has been extravagant, but 
simply that it is an unfair burden to 
the property holder. The best evi- 
dence I can give you of that is ‘hat 
of $15,000,000 in delinquent taxes 
now on the city’s books, $13,000,000 
is against real’ property. It indicates 
a most serious situation.” 
Going back to the past session, 
the Mayor recalled that there had 
been differences of opinion between 
him and the board, referring pin- 
cipally to measures passed over his 
veto, 
“All that is now water over the 
mill,” he continued.

L Beggs, St. Louis public utility 
magnate who died in 1925, lived in 
an extreme fear that Federal and 
state taxes would deplete his large 
estate. 7 

Yesterday—more than eight years 
after his death—the Federal Board 
of Tax Appeals, in an involved de- 
cision, held that his estate, as rep- 
resented by the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., Richard McCulloch and 
Lawrence A. Olwell, co-trusteés un- 
der his will, could not deduct al- 
leged income losses in a 1929 re- 
turn because $1,173,211 worth of 
North American stock rights be- 
came worthless in November of that 


year. 
However, the board held the trus- 
tees could compute the value of 


60,263 shares of North American 
common at the stock market quo- 
tation on Jan. 2, 1929, when the ex- 
ecutors of the estate transferred 
the stock to the co-trustees. 
Appeal by Co-Trustees. 

The case came up to the Board 
of Tat Appeals on a petition from 
the co-trustees demanding a rede- 
termination of an income tax defi- 
ciency of $329,154.88 levied by the 
Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. 

The board’s decision: gave the 
commissioner a slight edge of vic- 
tory. Under the trustee’s calcula- 
tion, the gain on the sale of the 
60,263 shares was only $300,461, 
whereas the Commissioner held 
that the gain was $1,292,968, a dif- 
ference of $992,507. The board up- 
held the estate. : 

On the other hand, the Com- 
missioner won his point that the 
estate could not deduct as a loss 
the stock rights which the estate 
said had been worth $1,173,211 but 
which were finally sold for $5. Had 
the board upheld the estate, this 
amount could have been deducted 
from taxable income for 1929 and 
would have cut off a large slice of 
the tax payment. 

The board’s decision was _ ren- 
dered under rule 50, which gives 
the estate and the Commissioner 
60 days to work out the exact de- 
tails. of the eventual payment. 

Some Nice Legal Points. 

The board’s decision raised sev- 
eral nice points of income and es- 
tate tax law. In a previous deci- 
sion the board had reduced the es- 
tate tax liability of the Beggs for- 
tune from $19,392,628 to $18,035,709, 
thereby reducing the tax $254,422. 
In this former decision the board 
held that 193,845 shares of North 
American common had a “fair 
market value” of $58 a share, al- 


in 1925 it sold on the New York 
Stock Exchange for $68.62% a 
share. 

-In determining the income to the 
estate in 1929 as the result of the 
sale of 60,263 shares the co-trustees., 
received from the executors, the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
wanting to get as low a valuation 
as possible on the stock on the 
date of acquisition by the co-trus | 
tees, used the same method of cal- 
culating its “fair market value” by 
deducting $10 a share from the 
stock market price.

Decision of Board. 

Answering these arguments, the 
board’s decision said: 

“We do not know what repre- 
sentations were made to the re- 
spondent (Commissioner) which 
led him to accépt a value of $58 per 
share for North American Co. com- 
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mon stock on Oct. 17, 1925, when 
the market value of those shares 
was $68.62%. Neither do we know 
what considerations led him to re- 
duce the market value of those 
shares $10 per share in the determi- 
nation of the profit realized by the 
estate from the liquidation of the 
Beggs Investment Co. in 1928.” (The 
executors received the 60,000 shares 
from the investment -company 
liquidation and,.passed them on to 
the co-trustees in 1929, who ever- 
tually sold them). 
“The only evidence,” the decision 
continued, “in the record as to the 
fair market value of the shares of 
the North ‘American Co. common 
stock on the dates that the peti- 
tioners (the estate) received: those 
shares from the executors is the 
closing prices of the shares on the 
New York Stock Exchange at the 
several dates of distribution. We 
cannot assume without proof that 
the fair market value of a large 
block of the stock was different 
from the fair market value of a 
small block.” 

Rejection of Estate’s Plea. 
In a few short paragraphs, the 
board rejected the estate’s plea to 
be allowed to deduct from taxable 
income $1,173,211 which the 
trusteees said they lost by not ex- 
ercising 209,674 stock rights to buy 
North American common at $100 a 
share when it had sold as high as 
$140.25 a share and the rights were 
quoted at $443% each. The op- 
tions, according to the decision, “be- 
came unsalable and worthless” 
prior to Nov. 15, 1929, and the es- 
tate did not exercise its rights. 
“The petitioners,” said the deci- 
sion, “paid nothing for the rights. 


cent of the total rights issued was 
ever exercised,- and at the time 
those rights were exercised the 
market value of the stock was less 
than the subscription price. The 
petitioners held ‘substantially the 
same interest in the corporation 
after the rights expired which they 
held before. It is impossible, there- 
fore, to find any valid basis for a 
claim of loss.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 17.— 
Many automobiles carrying Missouri 
1933 State licenses are still to be 
seen on Kansas City’s streets. 


While 1934 tags are in the major- 
ity, the old ones are nt ag 
and policemen say nothing to the 
drivers. 
A St. Louis visitor, who drove 
across the State without seeing any 
tags but those of the present year, 
began to notice the 1933 tags as 
soon as he got within thé limits of 
Kansas City. He recalled that such 
tags have been good for a prompt 
arrest in St. Louis since March 20. 
At a filling station, he pointed to 
a mid-April date on the calendar, 
and asked the station man why the 
old licenses were permitted. 

“We just had an election here,” 
the filling station man said, “and 
it seems they don’t want to hurt 
anybody’s feelings.

A Coroner’s verdict of criminal 
carelessness was returned today 
against George Letson, chauffeur 
of a Walnut Park motorbus, which 
killed Rosemary Myers, 6 years old, 
in front of her home at Red Bud 
and Carter avenues yesterday after- 
noon, 

According to the account of wit- 
nesses, Rosemary was skipping 
rope on the sidewalk at 4:15 o’clock 
when the heavily loaded bus 
swerved into Red Bud from Carter 
avenue. It jumped the curb, passed 
between two trees and crushed the 
child against the concrete steps, 
which lead to the rear yard of the 
four family flat at 4273 Red Bud. 
in which she lived. She was dead 
when removed from beneath the 
front axle of the machine. 

‘Driver Does Not Testify. 
Letson did not testify at the in- 
quest, but after the accident told 
police that he was driving west at 
between 12 and 15 miles an hour 
when an automobile pulled in front 
of the bus and he swerved south 
into Red Bud avenue to avoid a 
collision. He explained that he 
had expected to stop on reaching 
the curb. 

May Helen Weigner, 7, 4234A Red 
Bud avenue, who saw her playmate 
killed, was a witness. She and Rose- 
mary had been skipping rope when 
Henry C. Behle, an employe of the 
Fisher Body Co., who lives at 4273 
Red Bud, passed on his way into 
the house and “tagged” her. She 
chased him up the steps and they 
were standing on the porch when 
the bis swerved across the _ side- 
walk. Rosemary was facing the 
porch when hit, the playmate testi- 
fied. 
Lloyd Hunter, 4258 Athlone ave- 
nue, testified that it was his~ma- 
chine around which the bus 
swerved. Hunter said he started 
to turn into Red Bud avenue, but, 
looking in the rear vision mirror, 
discovered the bus approaching 
rapidly, and he did not attempt to 
make the turn. Mrs. Hunter, rid- 
ing with her husband, expressed 
the opinion that Letson could have 
passed their automobile without 
swerving so sharply.

queathed Nothing to Wife 
as She Is Adequately Pro- 
vided For. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 17.—The will 
of Otto H. Kahn, international 
banker and patron of the arts, 
which was filed yesterday, leaves 
his entire estate to his four chil- 


dren, 

No bequest is made to Mrs. Addie 
W. Kahn, the widow, the will stat- 
ing that “I have made no provision 
for my wife in this will for the 
reason that she is otherwise ade- 
quately provided for.” 

Although the estate is formally 
valued at “more than $15,000,” for 
leg@l purposes only, it is thought 
to be one of the nation’s largest. 
In his will Mr. Kahn set aside 
$500,000 a year for the payment of 
taxes on real estate alone. 

Gilbert and Roger Kahn, sons, in 
addition to receiving a quarter of 
the personal effects and residue, 
each receive $150,000. -Attorneys 
who filed the will said the share of 
one daughter, Maud E. Marriott of 
London, was left in the form of a 
corporation bearing Mer name. 

The fourth child is Margaret D. 
Ryan of New York, the wife of 
John Barry Ryan Jr., grandson of 
Thomas Fortune Ryan. The chil- 
dren share equally in the estate, ex- 
cept for the $150,000 each be- 
queathed to the two sons. 

Nothing for Charity. 

In the thirty-sixth and last para- 
graph of the 1l-page document is 
a -statement explaining why noth- 
ing was left to charity by Mr. 
Kahn, who died March 29, 1934, aft- 
er a heart attack in the offices of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., of which he was 
a partner. 

“Having given largely during my 
life to the various altruistic activi- 
ties-in which I interested myself,” 
the will says, “I refrain from mak- 
ing charitable bequests in this will.” 

The will was dated June 26, 1933, 
with a codicil, dated July 5, 1933. 
The codicil directs that any debts 
owed the testator by Mrs. Marriott 
be deducted from her portion. 

An affidavit by the widow was 
filed with the will, In which she 
waived all rights to the estate. She 
is named as one of the executors. 
The others are: Gilbert and Roger 
Kahn, sons; Benjamin J. Butten- 
weiser of New York and George W. 
Bovernizer of Brooklyn. 

Request About Employes. 

The will contains a request that 
Mrs. Kahn and the thildren “from 
their own knowledge of the circum- 
stances determine which, if any, of 
my employes, whether employed in 
connection with my office or house- 
hold, shall receive by way of re- 
membrance, any sum or sums of 
money.” 

Mr. Kahn also made the follow- 
ing request: 

“I take this occasion to express 
my appreciation to the firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. for anything 
which they may find it possible to 
do to facilitate the administration 
of my estate.” 

A statement issued by the . legal 
firm of Stroock & Stroock, which 
filed the will, said that no trusts 
were created. The firm’s statement 
said the will authorized the execu- 
tors to act by a majority of their 
number, and provides that such a 
majority shall includé the widow. 

As a-word of caution to the ex- 
ecutors concerning investments, 
Mr. Kahn said: “I enjoin upon 
them to practice conservation and 
invest only in sound and tested se- 
curities.”

He supported President Wilson 
in 1912, allied himself with the 
elder La Follette in the latter’s un- 
successful independent candidacy 
for the presidency in 1924, and 
backed former Gov.

Five days after her marriage in 


New York last August she said she 
was seeking an annulment. 

Arturo Martinez, clerk of the 
Juarez Civil Court, announced that 
the divorce had been granted, but 
refused to give details. Jerniroc 
Ceniceros, lawyer, who said he filed 
the action in behalf of a New York 
attorney, asserted the divorce ac 
tion was based on allegations-of in- 
compatibility. 

Janet Snowden was the recipient 
of a huge oil fortune, willed to her 
on the death of her father, James 
H. Snowden. 

Parting from the Prince after 
their marriage she said: “I admit 
it was alla mistake. It would have 
been impossible for us to continue, 
and unfair to us both.” 

In connection with the annulment 
proceedings, the Princess said her 
hushand was “a nice fellow,” de- 
elared her. marriage to him was 
prompted by spite and that she 
loved another man. , 

She alleged in her annulment ap- 
plication that she did not live with 
the Prince, and that she had listed 
her age on the license application 
as 25, while she. was only 19. 

The Supreme Court of New York 
denied the annulment. Its referee 
had recommended that the heiress 
be freed. 

Janet’s older sister is the wife of 
another Italian nobleman, Prince 
Rospiglioso.

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8000 See First Cup 
Championship Contest | 
Ever, Played : at Night

Using a smooth-working attack, which started functioning soon 


after the opening kickoff and 


second period, the Stix, Baer & Fullers routed the Pawtucket (R. 1.) | 
Rangers, 5 goals to 0, to retain the national soccer championship in 
a match played under the flood lights at Walsh Memorial Stadium f+ 


last night. 

The contest, the ciret national 
title game ever played at night, 
wag attended by about 8000 per- 
sons, with paid admissjons an- 
nounced as 7657. 

In retaining the title won a year 
ago when they defeated the New 
York Americans in the final series, 
the Stix became St. Louis’ fourth 
holder of the championship. The 
Ben Millers won the honors in 1920, 
defeating Fore River, 2 to 1, while 
in 1922 the Scullins trimmed the 
Todds of Brooklyn, 3-2. Then came 


the Stix club’s 1-0 and 2-1 victories | Stix 


over the New York Americans, 
while this season the Stix were. 
forced to go three games to defeat 
the Rangers of Pawtucket. 

The Stix incidentally are the 
third eleven in the 21 years of the 
title competition to repeat. Bethle 
hem won in 1915 and 1916; Fall 
River was the victor in 1930 and 
1931, and the Stix in 1933 and 1934. 

In scoring five goals against the 
Eastern champions, the Stix broke 
down the Rangers’ tight eight-man 
defense and it was a rather demor- 
alized Pawtucket eleven which fin-' 
ished the match. 

Visiting Players Shifted About. 

In an effort to stem the tide of 
battle, Manager Butler of the vis- 
itors made numerous changes in 
nis lineup, sending halfbacks to 
forward and forwards to halfback, 
but nothing could stop the St. 
Louisans. 

Just how completely the Rangers 
were outplayed can readily be seen 
from the statistics, which show that 
during the 90 minutes of play, the 
Easterners had but four real open- 
ings. In the first half, the club’s 
only chance came when, on a free 
kick, just outside of the penalty 
area, Raposa booted directly into 
McGowan’s hands.

Senator McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, 
who has an air mail bill of his own 
in committee, said he did not want 
to have “forced down my throat 
any measure that comes from some 
particular governmental agency—I 
don’t care tagency.” . 

Senator White (Rep.), Maine, also 
a member of the investigating com- 
mittee, opposed the motion on the 
ground that the committee had not 
completed its investigation, and had 
never held a meeting to formulate 
legislative recommendations, 

Black replied that it would be 
impossible for the committee to 
complete its investigation for some 
months and the proposed commis- 
sion would provide dor a broader 
study than the committee had the 
authority to pursue.

Machines and Employment. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR Sunday issue contained a special 
i article attempting to prove that ma- 
chinery tends to the displacement of la- 
bor, by a table which shows jobs have 
_ declined 64 per cent since 1929. Is not 
the obvious explanation more simple and 
far more convincing, namely, that 100 
per cent of labor was employed in 1929 
because every machine in the country 
was in incessant operation? . 

The “technologist” who wrote the ar- 
ticle evidently did not understand that 
business has to do withthe exchange of 
goods and services for goods and ser- 
vices, and the obvious principle that when 
less goods are produced and distributed, 
fewer men are employed. In 1929, we 
produced 100 per cent of goods; in 1933, 
50 per cent—ergo, etc. 

All of the crises of the past have been 
followed by like reactions. Yet, in course 
of time, industry has always regained its 
normal progress, and such progress has 
always been characterized by the increas- 
ing use of machinery of all sorts. 

Crises are caused by a gradual rise in 
the labor cost, that is, in wages; and the 
prices asked for commodities; and never 
by cheapness. The effect of a gradual 
advance in prices is, and must be, to put 
goods beyond the redth of an-increasing 
number of people who live upon small, 
moderate and fixed incomes, such as wid- 
ows, clérks, servants, farmers and many 
other sorts 6f people whose means do not 
keep pace with the increasing cost of liv- 
ing. These must buy less and less as 
prices advance, and gradually more goods 
are produced than can be sold at the 
prices asked. | 

Machinery is in fact the best friend of 
labor and the best employer of labor. 
Your “technologist’s” table proves it. In 
1929, 100 per cent of men were employed 
because all the machines were in use; 64 
per cent were employed in 1933 because 
half the machines were idle.

There are, for instance, 17 such craft 
podies represented in the automobile industry. Union- 
ization by trades would therefore split the automo 
bile workers into 17 separate groups... But it would 
nat really serve their interests, since large numbers 
of employes would not come within the jurisdiction 
of any of these trades. They would thus be left with- 
out independent representation. : 

It is obvious that effective organization of the auto- 
mobile industry is not to be obtained in this way; 

and this is true of other mass production undertak- 
ings. The inappropriateness: of the craft union to the 
task of organizing modern industry is proved. by its 
utter failure to make headway in any of the typical 
mass manufactories in the United States. Despite 
this failure, the Federation persists in its adherence 
to trade lines. | ’ , 

Much of the opposition of employers to the col- 
lective bargaining provisions of the Recovery Act 
has arisen from this issue. Employers who might 
consent, albeit reluctantly, to deal with a union which 
independently represented all their employes, have 
refused flatly to agree to the introduction into their 
establishments of a score or more.of separate or- 
ganizations, which, when taken together, represent 
no more than a fraction of the men on their payrolls. 
Nor is their resistance without reason. Craft unions 
waste the time and money of employers and workers 
alike in quarreling with one another over their 
respective rights of jurisdiction. These jurisdiction- 

al disputes may have nothing whatsoever to do with 
the relations between employer and employe in a 
particular plant; but they’ often entail strikes which 

necessitate a complete stoppage of production. It is 

not strange that an employer who has been free of 
these irrelevant interferences with operating effi- 

ciency should resist their intrusion into his plant.

THE SPANISH-AMERICAN WAR GRAFT. 

Gen. Hines, chief of the Veterans’ Bureau, is pre- 
paring to.pay-out in the next month or. two $37,427, 
000 to 179,000 veterans of the Spanish-American War, 
the Boxer Rebellion and the Philippine Insurrection, 
under provisions of the Independent Offices Act, re 
cently passed by Congress over Mr. Roosevelt’s veto. 
Of this number, 57,000 veterans, stricken off the 
pension rolls by the Economy Act of 1933, now are 
restored to the public crib. Compensation increases 
are being granted the remainder., 

We have frequently referred to the pension racket 
being worked for World War veterans. The case of 
the Spanish-American War, including the other two 
minor wars, is worse. These wars lasted from April 
21, 1898, to Oct. 1, 1900, or a little more than two 
years. There were 15,885 casualties from all causes, 
including deaths in battle and deaths from wounds 
Yet, as of Oct. 31, 1932, pensions were 
being paid to 235,306 persons—196,618 to veterans, 
38,150 to widows and other dependents and 538 to 
nurses. The pension ill for these three little wars 
has been about $100,000,000 annually. 

This is a triumph of lobbying. In 1919, only 23,382 
Spanish-American War veterans were on the payroll. 
The lobby, spurred by congressional generosity to- 
ward World War veterans, got Congress to let down 
the bars. Any veteran who had seen 90 days’ service, 
and who had emerged from the war unharmed, could 
get a pension ranging from $12 to $30 a month,-pro- 
viding his ailment, real or fancied, was not due to 
vicious habits. Flushed with this victory, the lobby 
demanded and got further concessions. In a decad 
the number of pensioners increased eight-fold, and 
pensions, both for disability and old age, were prac 
tically doubled. ) 

But the supreme achievement of the lobby was to 
get Congress to free the veterans from the’ vicious- 
habits clause. President Hoover -vetoed this. action 
of Congress, saying: “This bill opens the door for 
claims of disability incurred at any time in the life 
of the pensioner, arising from. venereal disease, al- 
coholism, drug habit, etc. Certainly, such claims for 
public help cannot be fairly based upon sacrifice to 
the nation in war and must be opposed to national 
policy.” . Congress, nevertheless, overrodé his veto! 
By the Economy Act, the raid of the Spanish War 
lobby was temporarily and partially halted. It is now 
on again. Of the 57,000 men now restored to the

Alabama, of the Sen- 
ate’s Air Mail Investigating Com- 
mittee. 
McKellar said he planned to 
bring up the Senate air mail bill 
today and that probably it would 
be amended .to provide for the 
study leading to a national aviation 
formula. 

White House Statement.

NEW YORK, April 12. 

ITH all the world arrayed in 

New Spring suits, blouses make 

,up an important part of the 
wardrobe just now. And the minds 
of the stylists:are divided between 
feminine frills and masculine tail- 
ored severity, as usual. 

There is a happy medium, how- 
ever, which makes its bow to femi- 
ninity in the choice of a fabric, and 
clings to the tailored cut. Witness 
the crisp new taffeta blouses, with 
the simplest of round collars, but- 
tons down the front, and a business- 
like air which still has its frivolous 
overtones.

How to Proceed 


lf a Psychic Bid Is Made 


By P. Hal Sims 


in Bridge 


| HEN . psychic bids first came 
W out the one no-trump over- 
call was considered the last 
word in opponent-bamboozlement. 
Then it became so common that 
it was practi- 
cally useless, sot: 
the more daring fu 
spirits in bridge li 
began biddingis 
two no-trumps, fea 
psychically, with t& 
a long rescue suit. 
I gave an example 
of this yesterday, 
and told you that 
the partner of the f 
opening bidder 
should, in most 
cases, ignore the 
overcall and bid 
his hand normal- ly. 

The second way of overcalling 
psychically, is to bid your void suit, 
or your singleton, hoping the oppo- 
nents will fail to go to game in that 
suit. This bid jis often made as an 
opening, third hand, when you are 
afraid that fourth hand has a 
major-suit original bid. 

If I suspect that one of my oppo- 
nents is trying to do that to me, 
I make an immediate overcall in his 
suit, intending to show my partner 
that I mean it by a subsequent re- 
bid, should that be necessary. As 
I almost never use a cue bid until 
the second round, or subsequently, 
my partner should be able to read 
my bid, and: assist me, if he has 
normal trump support. 


For example, third hand opens 
with a spade, and this is my hand: 


Sp. AQ10xx Di. KQxx 
Hts. KQx Cl. x 


I wouldn’t want to say too defi- 
nitely, but I can just see the faint 
little ghost of a psychic hovering 
around that bid—with a _ probable 
refuge in clubs. My most construc- 
tive bid is therefore two spades. If 
it turns out that I was wrong (and 
who hasn’t been wrong in a long 
and varied career?); if my partner 
bids the club suit—then I certainly 
have a: play for three no-trumps. 

Of course if my partner opened 
the bidding; and I held the above 
hand, I would double. My hand is 
so strong that we have an almost 
sure game or slam, so it doesn’t 
matter if we lost a round of bid- 
ding. Moreover, it’s just possible 
that East has some sort of a poor 
spade overcall, and will play the 


—— 


hand at one spade, doubled. The 
set should be anywhere from four 
to six tricks—more than .the value 
of a nonvulnerable small slam. 
George Unger, played the follow- 
ing hand with a Miss Barbara Coll- 
yer in a recent duplicate game at 
Deal. It aptly illustrates my point. 


West opened the bidding with a 
no-trump, and Unger made a 
wretched, psychic overcall of two 
clubs, vulnerable. East promptly 
doubled, and Miss Collyer, being 
unable to stand the two clubs dou- 
bled, rescued in two diamonds. This 
was doubled by West, and passed 
out. They went down one trick—a 
clear top—as Hast and West had a 
small slam in clubs. Some pairs 
even made a grand slam by a dia- 
mond opening. 


I place the whole blame for this 
hand on East. Knowing that his 
partner, who was playing my sys- 
tem, would not bid one no-trump 
with a worthless doubleton in the 
hand, he must place him with at 
least ace-small of clubs. That gives 
Unger only three clubs—therefore 
he is bidding a psychir. A double 
on the hand will onlly mislead West, 
who has no way of reading the 
cards. Besides that, he should be 
very hopeful of a.slam, in view of 
West’s opening no-trump. His 
proper bid is four clube ‘West re- 
sponds with four no-trumps, con- 
firming the strength of his opening 
bid and showing some additional 
values.

T. LOUIS millinery wholesalers 

and manufacturers opened their 

summer hat box at the Hotel 
Jefferson last night and brought 
out their choicest wares. The hat 
box was necessarily large because 
most of their hats were of wagon- 
wheel proportions, this insistence 
upon large brims being the domi- 
nant trend of 1934 warm-weather 
millinery. 

This showing was the feature of 
a dinner dance given by the Asso- 
ciated Millinery Industries of St. 


by the Code Authority of the milli- 
nery industry and held simultane- 
ously in a group of trade centers. 
The hats presented were chosen as 
typical of new styles by a commit- 


tee of St. Louis retail buyers. Out- 
of-town buyers as well as those 
from the St. Louis area attended. 
_The use of a mammoth hat box 
as a setting for the fashion show 
was a clever and appropriate fea- 
ture in view of the importance of 
large hats for summer. Mannequins 
promenaded within this electrically 
lighted, mirror-lined open box, 
which was built to such a height 
that only the -head and shoulders 
showed. This. served.to focus all 
attention ywpon the millinery and 
brought out conspicuously the style 
points which designers wished to 
stress. 

Every hat among the one hun- 
dred had a brim. A few-were of 
moderate size and created  pri- 
marily for tailored wear, but not 
one could be placed in the small- 
hat classification. Sailors were 
prominent and variously styled, 
ranging from the toreodor to the 
Beton type. But the picture hat 
with wide drooping brim and a 
totich of flower or ribbon trimming 
indicated that the summer styles 
are giving preference to very femi- 
nine frills.

as we are commanded, has al- 

ways been thought a hard thing 
to do. As a fact it is easy to do, 
unless we are victims.of an ego 
tism which ends in self-idolatry. 

How some people manage to love 
themselves as much as they do, 
passes all understanding. They are 
not particular, to say the least, and 
there is no accounting for taste; but 
if they are satisfied we should be. 

It is as if the command meant, 
“You will love number one well 
enough; now love the other fellow 
in the same way.” But that im- 
plies that we ought to love our 
selves, else it does not mean any- 
thing at all. 

But do we love ourselves all the 
time, or only when we are at our 
best? Are there not times when we 
despise ourselves, and have reason 
to; when we make ourselves tired, 
when we actually almost hate our- 
selves? 

Love of self may be selfish, but 
love of others can be selfish, too. 
How often a fond mother loves her 
children so selfishly that she makes 
them as selfish as pigs, and they, 
turn and trample upon her. 

“Self-love is not so vile a sin as 
self-neglecting,” as Shakespeare 
told us. To till a field for wheat 
that one may eat all of it selfishly 
while hungry neighbors look on, is 
bad enough. 

But to let a good field lie fallow 
and run to waste, untilled, -is 
worse; it means that all go hungry. 
The first duty of man is to his own 
life, to enlarge it, to enrich it, to 
make it bear all it will yield, else 
he will have nothing and be noth- 
ing, and cannot serve his fellows. 

The sum of the law and the 
prophets, then, is to love ourselves 
wisely, and then to love others in 
the same way. Love of self, rever- 
ence for self, respect for the sanc- 
tity of self, is the basis of charac- 
ter. 

If a man loses self-regard, he is 
lost; there is nothing to build on. 
It is by virtue of what we are that 
we are able to help others. The 
quality of our service depends on 
the quality of the’ server. 

So, looked at in this clearer in- 
sight, the second commandment is 
not so hard to obey, if we live at 
our best and so keep friends with 
ourselves.
